PLANTING SUGGESTIONS .. 


Roots should be planted in trenches or holes four 
inches deep in heavy soil and six inches deep in sandy 
soil. The roots should be laid down flat (not on end) 
and covered with two inches of soil. As the plant 
develops, more soil should be added. Where drainage 
is poor, roots should not be planted this deep and a 
furrow should be kept open between rows to facilitate 
drainage in wet weather. The ground should be dry 
and warm in the spring before plantings are begun.
